An Era Comes To an End as... 



Joseph Remenap graduated from Kellogsville High 
School in 1964 . and from Central Michigan in 1970. For 
seven years he taught physical education and science at 
Grand Rapids Central High School. In February of 1977 
he came to Capac. He has been married for twenty-eight 
years and has two children. He has experienced many 
ordeals here, from the comical , (a Volkswagon was once 
placed on top of the school ), to the cruel , (cars keyed , tires 
slashed). Through it all , he has remained dedicated to his 
position and his school. 

What is your best memory of Capac 
High School? 

I think my children graduating from 
here, which was a real fine point 
considering what they had to put up 
with. Their old man was principal, and it 
was nice to see how they handled it. I 
think the fact that we were North 
Centrally accredited is also important. 

That was a big thing, that took me five 
years to organize. That’s a highlight. 

Another highlight is staff development. 

We have an excellent high school staff. 

It’s a great mixture of just the right 
amount of people with enough experi- 
ence, those teachers in their middle 
years and I’ve got the real young 
teachers. Kids respond to people right out of college. 

What is the biggest change you’ve seen in students? 

It’s social, hair and clothes styles have changed dramati- 
cally. And tattoos. I’ve never seen so many tattoos. It’s the 
biggest fad I’ve seen in my life. 

What do you remember about your high school princi- 
pal? 

My principal was no nonsense, talk seldom and the term 
“office” was an ominous word. It was not a nice place to 
go. I didn’t do anything bad in high school, I wasn’t in 
trouble, so I got along with the guy. After I graduated from 
high school I went to college with his son. I found out then 
that his dad (the principal) was a real nice guy, totally 
different than he was in school. 

What do you remember about your high school? 

I couldn’t wear blue jeans. I went to public high school 
and we couldn’t wear blue jeans. I think my senior year 


they finally caved in and said we could wear them. 

Has education improved since then? 

Very much so! Number one thing I definitely remember 
is that we didn’t have special education. 1 can remember 
back now, kids who definitely needed help. 1 think we go 
far more in depth now than we did then, for example your 
Calculus class, or pre-cal, French 1,2,3, and four years of 
Spanish. Before we had maybe two years. 

If you hadn’t been a principal, what would you have 
been? 

I would have looked into law enforce- 
ment, I was into law enforcement in college. 
Maybe conservation. Or if I hadn't been 
principal, I probably would have stayed in 
physical education as a consultant. I liked 
phys. ed. 

What is the craziest thing a student has 
ever done? 

They put a Volkswagon up on the catwalk 
here, the canopy. 

How? 

They used a forklift. It was well thought 
out by great kids. I’ve had picnic tables on 
my store roof. They’ve done some things that 
I can’t even say. Things that I have laughed 
about. They’ll stick in my mind. 

What will you do when you’re retired? 

I’m probably going to work part time for 
the North Central Assossiation and at my store. I’ll do a lot 
of hunting from September to December. 

Best golf score? 

I have shot 37 once for nine, and 79 for eighteen, both 
out at Holly Meadows. Great time. 

How much has the computer changed education? 

Unbelievable, unbelievable. Technology and the infor- 
mation age used to double about every fifty years, now it’s 
doubling much more rapidly. I can go back to Mrs. Wallace 
( BST teacher) saying that she had stayed up until midnight, 
just to keep ahead of the kids for the next day in computer 
class. The kids pick it up so quickly. 

They’re so sharp with it. Some people are petrified. I’m 
probably one of them. I’m not real bad, but you might 
classify me in that area. I’ve got a million things going on 
and a lot of the time I don’t learn the software that I should. 
The ladies do it and they are constantly going places to keep 
updated, with information to make the school run better. 





Any strange hobbies? 

I don’t know, people might think I'm strange, but I don’t 
think so. My hobbies are hunting and collecting deer 
portraits. I’ve probably got fifteen or sixteen of those. I also 
collect deer hunting videos, I’ve probably got sixty of 
those. 

Any by famous artists? 

Chuck Denault is real famous, he’s probably my 
favorite. Harold Annis is out of U of M, he's pretty good. 
This is cosigned by Bud Grant, coach of the Vikings, that’s 
his farm. (Portrait of vacant deer stand , under which are 
four deer. Titled “Wish You Were Here. ”) I saw that last 
week and I really liked it. You’ve got to look at it, I mean 
there are pheasants, there are partridge, there are squirrels 
all over. It’s a neat print. 

What was your first day as principal like? 

I suspended eight kids for smoking in the first three 
minutes I was in this building. It was a nice way to start. 
I’ve had basketballs thrown the full length of the full gym, 
which hit me in the shoulder, garbage dumped in my 
garage, cars keyed, scratched, tires punctured. 

That was probably the first semester. It took us about two 
years to get things to the point where they knew we meant 
business. That’s exactly what it was, a business. I didn t 
dislike anybody, I just disliked their actions. Once they 
found out that the guy doesn’t hate everybody, just what 
they do, things began to work. When I started knowing the 
parents, I knew I was in. There was a time here when I 
knew everybody’s name. I don’t any more because there s 


seven hundred and some kid’s around. At any given point I 
knew every kid’s name and most of their parents. 

What w as your first job? 

Teaching PE and Science in Grand Rapids. 

Advice for the new principal? 

Stay consistent. Try to treat every student the same. 
Consistency is key.
